3d ward Bellamy Falls a •Victim to-Sav- 


age's of Consumption. 


Chicopee Falls, Mass., May 23.—The 


famous author and humanitarian, Ed- 
ward Bellamy, 48, died at his home 
here of consumption. 
. 


At 21 he was admitted to the bar 


and from the legal profession he drift- 
ed into journalism. For several years 
he was assistant editor of the Spring- 
field Union, and then became an ed- 
itorial writer on the New York Even- 
ing Post. Later he and his brother, 
C. J. Bellamy, started the Springfield 
Daily News. 


Meanwhile he published many books. 


It was in 1888 that his famous book, 
"Looking Backward," was published, 
the sale of which, up to the present, is 
over 450,000 copies in America, 
and 


probably over 500,000 copies have been 
sold in England 
and 
other foreign 


countries. 


"Looking . Backward" 
has 
been 


translated into German, French, Rus- 
sian, Italian, Arabic, Bulgarian and 
several other languages. It is stated 
that Emperor William purchased 10,- 
000 copies of 
"Looking Backward," 


which he distributed among the stu- 
dent and working classes of Germany. 


On Dec. 30, 1891, Mr. Bellamy, being 


convinced that it was his duty to sup- 
plement his efforts in "Looking Back- 
ward" by educating the people/issued 
the first number of.The New Nation, 
a paper destined .to become the most 
quoted and influential political or evo- 
lutionary journal in the world.
